Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method of 
inducing remodeling of cardiac muscle cell sarcomeric and cytoskeleton structures or cell-cell 
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adhesions or treating or delaying disassociation of cardiac muscle cell-cell adhesion and/or the 
disarray of sarcomeric structures using the peptide consisting of sequence listing amended SEQ 
ID NO: 2 (support found in specification e.g. page 16, lines 23-26), is not reasonably taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record.
